Washington, D. P.—With the su b sid­ 
ence of the ep idemic of Influ enza the 
attention of health officers Is directed 
to p neu monia, b ronchitis and other 
diseases of the resp iratory sy stem 
which regu larly cau se a large nu mb er 
of deaths, esp ecially du ring the winter 
season. 
According to Ru p ert Blu e, 
Su rgeon General of the United States 
Pu b lic Health Serv ice, these, diseases 
will b e esp ecially p rev alent this win­ 
ter u nless the p eop le are p articu larly 
carefu l to ob ey health instru ctions. 
'The p resent ep idemic,” said Su r­ 
geon General Blu e, ‘‘lias tau ght b y b it­ 
ter ex p erience how readily a condition 
b eginning ap p arently as a slight cold 
may go on to p neu monia and death. 
Althou gh the worst of the ep idemic is 
ov er, there will continu e to b e a large 
nu mb er of scattered cases, many of 
them mild and u nrecognized, which 
will b e danger sp ots to b e gu arded 
against” The Su rgeon General likened 
the p resent situ ation to that after a 
great lire, say ing, "No lire chief who 
u nderstands his b u siness stop s p lay ing 
the hose on the charred deb ris as soon 
as the flames and v isib le fire hav e dis­ 
ap p eared. 
On the contrary , lie con­ 
tinu es the water for hou rs and ev en 
day s, for he knows that there is dan­ 
ger of the fire rekindling from smol­ 
dering emb ers." 
"Then ’ on fear another ou tb reak of 
Influ enza?” he .was asked. "Not neces­ 
sarily another large ep idemic,” said 
the Su rgeon General, "b u t u nless the 
p eop le learn to realize the seriou sness 
of the danger they will b e comp elled to 
p ay a heav y death toll from p neu mo­ 
nia and other resp iratory dist'ases. 


Co mmo n Co lds Highly Catching. 
“It Is encou raging to ob serv e that 
p eop le are b eginning to learn that or­ 
dinary cou ghs and colds are highly 
catching and are sp read from p erson 
to p erson b y means of drop lets of 
germ laden mu cu s. 
Su ch drop lets are 
sp ray ed Into the air when careless or 
ignorant p eop le cou gh or sneeze with­ 
ou t cov ering » heir mou th and nose. It j 
is also good to know that p eop le hav e 
learned something ab ou t the v alu e of 
fresh air. 
In su mmer, when p eop le 
are largely ou t of doors, the resp ira­ 
tory diseases (cou ghs, colds, p neu mo­ 
nia, etc.) are infreq u ent; in the fall, 
as p eop le b egin to remain indoors, the 
resp iratory diseases increase; in the 
winter, when p eop le are p rone to stay 
in b adly v entilated, ov erheated rooms, 
the resp iratory diseases b ecome v ery 
p rev alent 


Suitable Clo thing Impo rtant 
"Still another factor in the p rodu c­ 
tion of colds, p neu monia and other re­ 
sp iratory diseases is carelessness or ig­ 
norance of the p eop le regarding su it­ 
ab le clothing du ring the seasons when 
the weather su ddenly changes, sitting 
in warm rooms too heav ily dressed or, 
what is ev en more common, esp ecially 
among women, dressing so lightly that 
windows are kep t closed in order to b o 
comfortab ly warm. This is a v ery in­ 
ju riou s p ractice. 


Co uld Sav e 100,000 Liv es. 


"I b eliev e we cou ld easily sav e one 
hu ndred thou sand liv es annu ally in 
the United States If all the p eop le 
wou ld adop t the sy stem of fresh air 
liv ing followed, for ex amp le, in tu b er­ 
cu losis sanatoria. 
There is nothing 
my steriou s ab ou t It—no sp ecific medi­ 
cine, no v accine. The imp ortant thing 
is right liv ing, good food and p lenty of 
fresh air.

Washington, Dec. 1-.— The Navy 
lived up to its best traditions dur­ 
ing the war and sailors almost in­ 
variably conducted themselves better 
than in peace times. 
Despite

large number of men inducted into 
service from civil life, which increas­ 
ed the naval force

per 
cent, 
there were fewer violations of navy 
regulations. 
The 
percentage 
of 
courtsmartial decreased from 1.57 to 
1.17 in the navy and from 2.72 to 
1.20 in the Marine Corps. 
This fine record of the sa ilor’s be­ 
havior was revealed today in the an­ 
nual report of 
Captain

Clar.k judge advocate general, who 
also took occasion to commend the 
improved conditions in naval prisons 
which he attributed largely to the 
efforts of the Welfare League.

Judge Advocate General said the sys­ 
tem there was initiated 
by 
Thomas 
Mott Osborne, former Superintendent 
of the New York State Prison.

Report of Chief of Bureau 
Of Steam Engineering 
Gives 
Figures 


Washington, Dec. 12 (By Associat­ 
ed Press).— Due month before the 
armistice with Germany ended the 
war, the American Navy was operat­ 
ing a total of 1,9 59 vessels of all de­ 
scriptions, of which 264 carrying 42.- 
000 men were actively participating 
in the war in European waters. 
These figures were disclosed to­ 
day in the annual report of Rear Ad­ 
miral Griffin, chief of the bureau of 
steam engineering. 
Daily ex pendi­ 
tures of the bure.ru durine the war 
year covered by the 'cporl 
x ceeded 
$7 7 7 ,000. 
Admiral Griffin said the regular 
navy on the date of his report con­ 
sisted of 570 ships, supplemented by 
9 3 vessels from the Coast Guard, 
Lighthouse Service, C 
it and Geo­ 
detic Survey and Fis. 
commission. 
In addition the navy 
then oper­ 
ating 9 37 converted r 
*nt craft, 
yachts and the like, and :ne Naval 
Overseas Transport service, consist­ 
ing of 24 7 Shipping Board and other 
supply vessels, with 112 more about 
to be commissioned. 
Construction 
under way for the regular navy at 
that time included 37 6 new ships of 
all kinds and 52 tugs. 
A Wonderful Record 
“ Since the United States became 
a belligerent,” the report states, “ the 
magnitude of the* engineering work 
of the navy, both mechanical and 
electrical, not only 
in 
its 
actual 
amount but in the rapid develop­ 
ment of facilities for its ex ecution— 
has been without parallel for the 
same period of time in the history of 
the world’s navies.” 
To keep up the fleet abroad, three 
repair 
bases 
were 
established 
in 
France, one in Great Britain, one at 
Gihralter and two in the Mediter­ 
ranean. 
These were supplemented 
by six repair ships which achieved 
remarkable results in repairing ves­ 
sels at sea. 
The report makes the first official 
announcement 
regarding 
develop­ 
ment of the submarine detection de­ 
vices and shows that American equip­ 
ment for this purpose has been plac­ 
ed aboard both British and French 
naval craft. 
Details are not dis­ 
closed, however, the report in this 
connection confining itself to the fol­ 
io win gpara graph: 
“ Previous to July 1, 19 17, there 
were two devices for submarine de­ 
tection in service. 
One was the Fes­ 
senden oscillator, primarily intend­ 
ed for sending and receiving under­ 
water signals; the other was a de­ 
vice developed by the General Elec­ 
tric company. 
Since then eight oth­ 
er devices for submarine detection 
have been developed and made in 
quantity, not only for our own navy, 
but for the British admiralty and the 
French ministry of marine. 
Modi­ 
fied forms of these devices have also 
been designed for use in protection 
of the Atlantic eoas1 of the United 
States.”

"Siece America's entry into the war 
the purpose ef our Red Cro ss has been 
primarily te aid our army and navy in 
the car# of our 
men under arms, and, 
secondly , to extend relief to the so l­ 
diers, sailo rs and civilians o f tho se na­ 
tio ns which were fighting o ur battles 
along with their o wn. With the funds 
which have been so genero usly co n­ 
tributed by the American peo ple this 
war wo rk o f the Red Cro ss will co n­ 
tinue and be co mpleted with all po ssi­ 
ble sympathy and energy. 
Wherever o ur so ldiers and sailo rs 
may be the Red Cro ss will stay with 
them until they are demo bilized. No th­ 
ing which we may do will be left un­ 
do ne, either fo r the men in the war 
zo ne, fo r tho se returning, fo r tho se in 
the camps and ho spitals o r fo r their 
families at ho me, to who m will co n­ 
tinue to be devo ted the ministratio ns 
o f the Red Cro ss ho me service. 
In 
this latter effo rt 50,000 trained Red 
Cro ss wo rkers are no w engaged at 
2.500 different places thro ugho ut the 
land. 
“The pro blems o f reco nstructio n, in­ 
vo lving feeding and caring fo r the dis­ 
tressed civilian po pulatio ns o f Euro pe, 
are o f such magnitude that necessa­ 
rily they must be met very largely by 
the go vernments o f o ur allies, with 
who m o ur o wn go vernment will co -o p­ 
erate. 
“The great tasks o f fighting tubercu­ 
lo sis. pro mo ting child welfare, and car­ 
ing fo r refugees, with which the Amer­ 
ican Red Cro ss has co ncerned itself so 
effectively in France, Italy and Bel 
gian, will at an early date be nssumec 
by the go vernments, the Red Cro ss o r­ 
ganizatio ns, and the relief so cieties o i 
tho se co untries, which, no w that they 
are released fro m the terrible burden 
o f waging war, naturally desire to take 
care, as far as they can, o f their o wn 
peo ple. 
“The war pro blem o f the American 
Red Cro ss will thus steadily and rap­ 
idly merge Itself into a peace pro gram. 
The wtrko o f the war will, ho wever, 
reveal the prevalence o f disease, and 
give rise to epidemics and emergen­ 
cies which in all parts o f the wo rld 
will call fo r unlimited vo luntary ef­ 
fo rt, the cutting o f red tape and mani­ 
festatio n o f tho se qualities o f human 
sympathy which go vernment actio n 
canno t display. Here will he the o p­ 
po rtunity fo r the American Red Cro ss. 
But even o ur Red Cro ss must no t act 
and canno t act mo st effectively alo ne; 
we must labo r in co -o peratio n with the 
Natio nal Red Cro ss and relief so cieties 
o f o ther natio ns, to the end that no t 
alo ne the heart o f America but the 


isfactio n to themselves in the o ppo r­ 
tunity to serve mankind that they no w 
desire to beco me a part o f the perma­ 
nent peace o rganizatio n o f the Ameri­ 
can Red Cro ss. 
“There may be, therefo re, pprfect 
co nfidence that the peace activities o f 
the Red Cro ss will be co nducted un­ 
der able and inspiring leadership. The 
chapters will maintain their o rganiza­ 
tio ns upo n a scale adequate to the new 
demands to be made upo n them. Lo ­ 
cal co mmittees will indeed appreciate 
mo re and mo re the value o f having in 
their midst stro ng and efficient Red 
Cro ss chapters. The divisio nal o rgani­ 
zatio ns, with ho no rary and permanent 
staffs, 
will 
be 
maintained—always 
ready fo r service; and natio nal head­ 
quarters will have a large and efficient 
perso nnel to direct the activities o f the 
o rganizatio n as a who le. 
“Study is being given by the na­ 
tio nal o rganizatio n no t aio ne to pro b­ 
lems o f internatio nal relief, but to 
plans in this co untry fo r enlarged 
ho me service, the pro mo tio n o f public 
health educatio n, develo pment o f nurs­ 
ing, the care and preventio n o f acci­ 
dents, 
and 
o ther co rrelated 
lines, 
which may co ntribute to the health 
and happiness o f men, wo men and chil­ 
dren. 
Such plans when develo ped 
will, it is believed, pro vide bo th fo r 
wo rld relief and fo r ho me co mmunity 
service, and thus co nstitute a channel 
fo r the co ntinued and useful expres­ 
sio n by Red Cro ss wo rkers and mem­ 
bers o f tho se qualities o f sympathy 
and lo ve which o ur who le peo ple have 
po ured o ut so unstintedly during the 
war. 
“Fo r the co mpletio n o f its war wo rk 
and fo r the institutio n o f its peace 
pro gram, the Red Cro ss Is fo rtunately 
in a healthy financial co nditio n. Abun­ 
dant o ccasio n fo r the use o f large 
funds o f mo ney and great quantities o f 
garments and o ther supplies will co n­ 
tinue to arise, but it is believed that 
there will be no further need fo r in­ 
tensive campaigns fo r funds. The wo rk 
o f supplementing go vernmental activ­ 
ities, which the Red Cro ss will be \ 
celled upo n to do in all parts o f the f' 
wo rld, will be upo n a great scale, but | 
it will call fo r human service rathe.' 
than fo r large expenditures. 
“What the American Red Cro ss 
needs no w is no t so much co ntribu­ 
tio ns o f mo ney, as the co ntinned devo ­ 
tio n and lo yalty o f its members. This 
is peculiarly true at this mo ment o f 
transitio n fro m war to peace. Annual 
membership invo lves the payment o f 
o nly o ne do llar. The mo neys thus re­ 
ceived no t o nly defray all the adminis­ 
trative expenses o f the o rganizatio n, 
but leave a substantial balance, which, 
to gether with all funds subscribed di­ 
rectly fo r relief, are devo ted so lely 
to that purpo se. The ro ll call o f the 
natio n is thus to be called nt Christ­ 
mas time, that thro ugh enro llment in 
their Red Cro ss the American peo ple 
may send a message to o ur so ldiers 
still o verseas and to the peo ples o f the 
wo rld that we are no t merely co ntent 
with seeing o ur arms united with o ur 
allies in victo ry, but that o ur abiding 
purpo se is that the lo ve, the sympathy 
and the intelligence o f all America 
shall be rededicated to the permanent 
service o f mankind.”
